“waste no time” in arrang- | 
ing for Lucien Rivard’s ex- 
tradition to face narcotics 
conspiracy charges in the 
United States. 

Rivard was captured Friday 
hight at a secluded summer 
egttage less than. 15 miles from 
Montreal after 136 days of free- 
dom, He escaped from Bor- 
deaux Provincial jail March 2 

Extradition proceedings will 
be Taimehed early next week, 
the justice minister said. 

Rivard, his hair black instead 
of its former grey, today ap- 
peared in Montreal court where 
the crown withdrew two charges 
connected with his jail break, 
apparently to permit his speedy 
extradition to the United States 
where he is wanted on drug 
smuggling charges 

later it was learned from a 
provincial government source 
that the -withdrawal indicated 
precedence would be given to 
Rivard’s extradition, though he 
can still appea) the matter to the 
Supreme Court of Canada

A Better Juvenile Court 


REATER VICTORIA’S INTER- 
municipal committee has taken 
encouraging action by endorsing 
efforts to acquire for this com- 
adequate quarters for the 
family and children’s court. 

This was a recommendation from 
a Greater Victoria Welfare Council 
subcommittee which deplored the 
facilities existing at the time it sub- 
mitted its report. 

The point was made by the com- 
mittee: that an institution seeking 
to carry out the work entrusted to 
such a court needed not only suffi- 
cient space, sufficient personnel and 


‘sufficient furnishings, but also an 


impressive air of dignity. 

There is, too, the important work 
of conferences between judge, par- 
ents and court officers in suitable 
quarters, The youth in trouble must 
be made aware that he has offended 
against society, but that with his 
co-operation society will help him. 
Neither of these concepts can be 
properly impressed_on him in a base- 
ment or in the makeshift accommo- 
dation of a former dwelling house. 

To this court come children 
under 18 years of age at an im- 


portant point in their lives. They 
have been apprehended under cir- 
cumstances which demand. investi- 
gation. In the euphemistic language 
of the law for juveniles, they are 
not acquitted or convicted. They 
are adjudged to be delinquent or not 
delinquent — a semantic distinction 
which impresses some authorities. 
-—_But-the fact-is that when they 
appear before a judge passing a 
verdict on them, they are at, a cross- 
roads. If they continue in the be- 
havior which brought them before 
him, or intensify their activity along 
anti-social lines, they are headed for 
trouble. If they,come to their senses, 
they can proceed to lives as good 
citizens. - 

Under these circumstances_it_is 
imperative to do all that is prac- 
tical to make the surroundings of 
the court impressive to them. 
That, almost as much as giving the 
court, its staff and everyone con- 
nected with its processes adequate 
facilities to do their work, is suf- 
ficient reason to see that. better 
quarters are provided than have 
been pressed into service for current 
use,

FROM WASHINGTON 


OWING to the fact that the choices 

open to the United States have 
become much narrower, the build-up of 
American ground 
forees in South Viet 
Nam is probably the 
best thing the Presi- 
dent can now do. For 
the fact is that as 
the South Vietnamese 
army is ceasing to be 
an efficient fighting 
force, the Viet Cong 
and. Hanoi are in- 
creasingly unwilling 
to negotiate. The Lipomaan 
build-up is certainly a far better thing 
to do than would be an attempt to win 
the war by all-out bombing. 

But granting this, the crucial question 
is whether the purpose of the build-up 
is to send Americans to pacify and 
oceupy South Viet Nan and to govern 
it for an indefinite future. The build-up 
will make sense, I believe, only if its 
purpose is to maintain an American 
presence until a great settlement in 
Southeast Asia can be reached. 

We have now come to another critical 
turning point in the war. For President 
Johnson, the first came in the spring of 
1964, on the eve of the national election 
campaign, when he rejected the advice 
to propose negotiations for a political 
settlement, préviditig for a neutralization 
of Viet Nam. 

Such « Aégetiation may Aol have been 
fossible even then. But the spring of 
1964 was certainly the last moment when 
it may have been possible. For from 
then on the military and political situa- 
tion of the Saigon government went 
rapidly to pieces 


Failure 


It was as a reaction to this impend- 
ing collapse in Saigon that the President 
felt compelled to inaugurate the bomb- 
ing of North Viet Nam. This policy has 
failed. It has brought us no nearer to 
negotiation, and during the operation of 
the policy the South Vietnamese’ army 
has so lost its capacity and will to feht 
that the war is now becoming an Ameri- 
can, war-against the Viet Cong. 

During the whole period from the 
spring of 1964 on, the President's diplo- 
mati¢c policy has. invariably lagged 
behind the miiltary situation. At the new 
year, when Saigon was on the verge of 
collapse, the official line of the admini- 
stration was that there was nothing to 
negotiate, that the war would end when 
North Viet Nam withdrew from Soutt& 
Viet Nam, 

In those days the word “negotiation” 
was a bad word in administration circles. 
In February, when the President took« 
the offensive by bombing North Viet 
Nam, it was soon evident that United 
States policy could not be justified to our 
alligs or to our own people if the Presi- 
dent didnot breakout of Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk's negatives about

It has taken Digby Day precisely 18 years to 
progress from his first inoculation of theatre virus 
to the status of a top directorial talent in the British 
theatre. 

Hé was five years old when his Mother, having 

“hho one to leave him with, took him to see Sir Law- 
rence Olivier’s film version of Henry V. 


From that moment he knew what he wanted! 

First sight of a fire truck or @ train in action makes many 
boys believe they want to be a fireman or an engineer; an 
idea that soon evaporates. 

But Digby Day's goal never wavered despite the discon- 
certing experience of boarding school drama—“I was nearly 
always cast in a girl's. role.” 

By the time he was 17 he was off to London’s Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Art on an acting scholarship, 

Mr. Day arrived in Victoria recently to take on the job 
of directing Shakespeare’s Twelfth Night for University of 
Victoria's Renaissance "65. 

“T met him this week in the foyer of the new Phoenix ‘The- 
atre on Gordon Head campus, where workmen are hurrying 
to finish installations before opening date, July 28 

“What was the particular lure that brought you alf this 
way?” I asked, | 

“Weil, first of all,” he answered, “I had an opportunity 
to com¢ to North America two or three years ago when I won 
an award to do a year’s study at Yale University’s schoel of 
drama, At thal time something—cood turned up for me in 
England and i didn’t corm, but I knew if I was meaat to 
come there would be a second opportunity 


Twelfth Night . . . Another Viewpoint 


“Then again, I like anything that’s new and I was aware 
that this was a new university, And Twelfth Night happens 
to be one of my favorite Shakespearean plays.” 

At this point we found we had a memory in common— 
Donald Wolfitt's production of Twelfth Night had been for 
both of us our first viewing of a professional performance of 
Shakespeare.. And we both remembered most clearly Wol- 
fitt’s Malvolio in the letter scene. 

Mr, Day's production will premiere in the Phoenix The- 
atre, Aug 3, and will have 12 performances, interspersed with 
12- performances of .A Man for All Seasons, whicli is being 
directed by “Carl Hare. 

Shakespeare fans will be treated to quite a different inter- 
pretation of Twelfth Night to the one presented by the Seattle 
Repertory Theatre at MePherson Playhouse early in the 
spring 4 : 

Seattle Rep s Stuart Vaughan disagreed with the usually 
broad, kow comedy treatment of Shakespeare's clown char 
acters. 

On the other hand, Day feels the characters—in this case 
Sir Toby Beich and. Sir Andrew Aguecheek—should reflect 
the Elizabethan taste for bawdy, roistering comedy, but that 
too much emphasis is freqtiertiy placed on the sut-piot re. 
volving about these characters. 

He iatends to put the emphasis where it -belongs—on the 
main plot, which is conerrned with the complex love triangle 
ot Duke Orsina, the Lady Olivia and the young castaway, 
Viota. ; 

“The particular_kind of hypocrisy you find in this play, 
in Toby and Andrew, is very typically English,"’-s@¥% the 
young Briton. 

“The play has elements of savagery too. Most of Shake- 
speare’s comedies have. The Elizabethans were a strange 
society, taking as much pleasure in the savage sport of bear- 
baiting as they did in well-fashioned blank verse." 

After that we left the Elizabethans and took a look at the 
twentieth century. 


Director Must Keep Faith With Author 


Mr. Day, who has clear opinions which he expresses 
easily and elaborates with a logic that invites earnest disci 
sion, bas interesting things to say about the great theatre fig- 
ures of his own age. 

He has no liking for “gimmicky” productions or those 
directors (Tyrone Guthrie is one) whose search for originality 
takes them far out-of-range-of-the ag{bor’s concept.
